Transportation Leader 
Lester Lamm Dies 


Lester P. Lamm, 
one of the nation’s 
most recognized 
and respected 
transportation 
experts, died Nov. 1 
following a heart 
attack. 

Mr. Lamm was among the country’s 
best-known speakers, authors and advo- 
cates for the highway and transportation 
program. 

Lamm began a distinguished career 
with the Federal Highway Administra- 
tion in 1955, rising through the ranks to 
become Executive Director in 1973. In 
1983 President Reagan appointed him 
FHWA Deputy Administrator. During 
his career with FHWA he worked with 
six Secretaries of Transportation, helping 
to direct more than $100 billion in feder- 
al aid to the highways. 

In 1982 he became President of the 
Highway Users Federation. A noted 
authority on highway transportation, he 
served as a leader in numerous organiza- 
tions, including the Transportation 
Research Board, the Travel Industry 
Association of America, and the 
International Road Federation. He was a 
cofounder and President of what is now 
the Intelligent Transportation Society of 
America. 

In 1989, Lamm was named the recipi- 
ent of the ITE Theodore M. Matson 


Award. He also received numerous com- 
mendations from AASHTO, ARTBA 
and TRB. 

He was a civil engineering graduate 
of Norwich University in Vermont and 
completed postgraduate studies at 
Harvard, MIT and the University of 
Maryland. 

When Lamm retired as President of 
ITS America, Board Chair Lawrence D. 
Dahms recognized him for building 
“the coalitions needed to lay the 
groundwork for what is now ITS 
America.” 

Frank Turner, retired FHWA 
Administrator, praised Lamm as one of 
the “doers” who contributed to the suc- 
cess of the highway program that over 
four decades has been responsible for 
momentous change and progress in our 
society. 

AASHTO Executive Director 
Francis B. Francois said, “It was my priv- 
ilege to work with Les Lamm in many 
capacities over many years, and every 
endeavor was marked by his keen pro- 
fessionalism and dedication. Our nation 
has lost a remarkable transportation 
leader and advocate who will be sorely 
missed by his family, friends and col- 
leagues.”
